Deplores Emotiocralism. 


“You will find in this work more and 
more attractive features than you had 
ever expected. I don’t know that I need 
to caution you on thfw point, because I 
think women sensible enough to take 
up this line of work are not given io 
too much emotionalism, but [ have 
sometimes felt in reference to various 
reform movements, so-called, that 
really would like to caution some of 
the women concerned against that emo- 
tlonalism which degenerates into a fad 
Or mere sentimentalism. But TI dun't 
think that caution ig necessary to 
women who are level-headed enough io 
see that the work of self-help begins 
right at home, right at your own door- 
step, in the factory or the business in 

hich you or your men folks are in- 
erested. 

I don’t think welfare work can 29 
too far. { don’t think it ean do too 
much good or is likely to do too muh. 
I will say this one thing on the part 
of the workers, that welfare work, no 
matter how generous and kindly in 
tention, should never deprive the work- 
ers of a certain independence which he- 
longs to them. A clean, beautiful, well 
ventilated factory. with modern im- 
provements, should not be made to take 
the place of good wages and paasonaite| 
hours. Wages should not be charged 
to the welfare account, so to apeak. 
That has been done occasionally by 
those who were not wise in thelr meth- 
od of going ¢bout it. In your study of 
economics, which, I am certain you will 
soon undertike, if you have not «al. 
ready done so, you will find yourselves 
agreeing with me, that the ‘prevailing 
rate’ of wages is none too great fcr 
any worker, whatever his skill or trad-., 
because the workers are entitled to 
have sufficient earnings to expend in 
a fair way of living. They wish to 
build themselves comfortable homaa. 
They wish to educate Ythetr§ children. 
Finally, % should sav that welfare work 
should not be a bar to the trade or- 
ganization of the workers. It shouid 
encourage and supplement the work of 
Organization.

Practically every 
big watch and clork maker in this 
city pays her a fee once a week to 
learn the right time. And oddly 
enough, this regulating of the watches 
of London has been a business of this 
woman's family for more than seven- 
ty years. 

It seems that the father of the pres- 
ent “human time-piece’” was a Mr. 
Bellville, who, in 1835, wag assistant to 
the astronomer royal. He hit upon the 
bright idea of taking around to. the 
principal London watchmakers a cor- 
rected chronometer In this way he 
soon bullt up an income of about $2,- 
500 a year. When he died in 1856, 
his widow was granted the privilege 
of having her chronometer corrected at 
Greenwich whenever she liked and 
‘“‘neddied’’ the time until 1892, when she 
reached the advanced age of 82 and re- 
tired. 

This right to a monopoly of the ab- 
sciutely correct time did not leave the 
Bellville family with the retirement of 
the old - woman, however, for her 
daughter succeeded to the lucrative 
job. Every Monday morning she goes 
from her home in Maidenhead, on the 
Thames, to the Royal conservatory at 
Greenwich, where she receiveg from the 
keeper an official document saying

FAMOUS VIOLINS 
WERE REFUSE 


Four Stadivarius Violins Were 
Bequeathed{s Museum, 


The British Museum, However, Re- 
fused the Gift,.\the Reason for 
Which Is Not Now Kuown, 
Violins of Great 
Value. 


Special Cable. 

London, March 26.—For Several 
months past violin connoisseurs and 
experts, both amateur ang professional, 
rave been looking for the appearance 
at one or other of the great London 
museums of four famous ‘“‘Strads, 
which were bequeathed to the nation 
fourteen months ago by Dr. C. J. Old- 
ham, of Brighton. It has only recent- 
ly become Known that last May the 
trustees of the British museum re- 
fused the gift, the value of which 
would not improbably run tmto five fig- 
ures. That the reasons for such 4 de- 
cision must be of the most weighty 
character can hardly be doubted, but, 
owing to official reticince, they still 
remain a secret 

The first effort to unrave! the mystery 
Was made last month by the Cremona 
Society, which endeavored to obtain 
some explanation. A representative 
has been informed by the directors’ 
secretary that he had no official in- 
formation to give upon the subject. 

‘The offer came before the trustees 
confidentially,” he stated. 

“But how can any matter connected 
with a bequest to the nation be re- 
garded as confidential?’ was inquired. 
But the only reply was that there was 
no information to give. 

Inquiries made show it to be unlike- 
ly that the matter will be allowed to 
rest here. Steps have already been 
taken to draw the attention of the 
Prince of Wales (one of the elected 
trustees of the British museum) and 
of Lord Bsher, the trustee appointed 
by the king, to the matter. More than 
one theory upon the subject is being 
discussed in musical circles. It is sug- 
gester that the trustees are opposed to 
placing a valuable musical instrument 
in a glass Case to be looked at instead 
of played. There is also the question 
to be coneidered of the suitability of 
the British museum for a collection of 
valuable modern instrumenteg. “yy 

Value as Exhibits. 


In reply to the former objection !t is 
urged that the value of a Cremona 
violin as an example for the expert and 
maker is as great as its value to a 
performer. The second difficulty 
would be met by lending the collec- 
tion to the South Kensington museum, 
where it could be suitably housed, and 
would serve a valuable educational] 
purpose. 

The four instruments primarily con- 
cerned in the bequest are the ‘‘Rode”’ 
violin, ‘“Spanish’’ violin, “Spanish” 
viola, and “Christina” ‘cello—all mag- 
nificent authentic examples of the art 
of Antonius Stradivarius. Dr. Oldham, 
in his will, stated: 

“It is my desire to request that the 
Saiq collection of musical instruments 
shall be undivided, and as such be de- 
posited in some safe and suitable posi- 
tion in the British museum, such as 
shall be consistent with their safe, con- 
venient, and proper exhibition to the 
public. I further desfre and request 
that these said instruments may be 
enclosed by themselves [In a suitable 
Zlass case. . . , I hereby desire, re- 
quest and authorize my executors, as 
soon as they conveniently can after my 
death, to offer for sale my recently 
acquired violin by Antonius. Stradi- 
variys, and known as the ‘Tuscan,’ 
asking therefor the sum of $17,500, but 
in no case is any sum less* than $15,000 
to be accepted for this instrument, and 
in the event of no sale being effected 
at this lower sum then a reasonable 
time after the first offer for sale of this 
Said instrument I hereby direct that 
it shall be added to and included in the 
collection of musical instruments here- 
inbefore given and bequeathed by me 
to the British nation, and with the 
said collection to be preserved for- 
ever in the British museum, London.” 
Ihe “Tuscan” js still in the hands of 
a well-Knuwn London firm of violin 
dvaiers, who have also had the hand- 
Cling of the other four Strads. Inquir- 
les at the Royal College of Music and 
Royal Academy of Music failed to con- 
firm a statement circulated among mu- 
Sicilians that the executive of both col- 
leges had memorialized the museum 
trustees against the acceptance of the 
gift. 

Sublime or Ridicalous?

A modest estimate places the value 
of the five “Oldham” Strads at $50,000. 
‘The “Spanish” viola is an exquisitely 
inlaid instrument. Only ten Strad 
violas are known to exst. The ‘“Tus- 
can” violin, which is pernaps the 
finest of all Strads still existing, was 
the delight of Joachim. The “Chris- 
tina,’ Or more correctly ‘“Christiani,”’ 
formerly belongeg to the gifted lady 
player to whom Mendelssohn dedicated 
his “*‘Romance sans paroles.” Each 
priceless instrument has a persona) 
history worth telling. 

Henry Saint-George, a famous con- 
noisseur of violins, pointed out in an 
interview the importance of the be- 
quest to those who long to rediscover 
the secret of the Cremona master’s art. 

“IT know,” he said, “of only one Cre- 
mona violin, and of not a single Strad- 
ivarius, at present poesessed by any 
European museum. Yet the minute 
study of such perfect instruments is 
of the utmost importance to violin 
manufacturers. Dr. Oldham’s  collec- 
tion was, I believe, absolutely unique.” 

Mr. Vincent Cooper, honorable secre- 
tary of the Cremona Society, declared 
that such a Strad as the “Tuscan” is 
“not only a musical instrument, but 
also a picture—a true work or art. As 
such it would be the glory of any 
public gallery.’’

A special colony of these have 
been under the microscope of King’s 
college for six months, and the first 
photograph was shown by Professor Bot- 
tomiley. 

Every man of science in the hall cheer- 
ed the spectacle of these dots on the 
roots, for they revealed qa new marvel. 
The bacteria, efter years of inquiry, 
have peen actually and visibly harnessed 
to a new work. Professor Bottomley 
is the finst man to have attached thees 
“nitrogen -fixers’’ to plants which are not 
leguminous. By ‘watering the roots of 
seeds of tomatoes, strawberries, wheat, 
barley and oats with bacterial solution 
he has increased their growth by some- 
thing like a tifird. 

Crops Increased 25 Per Cent. 


It is yet’ mote important fhay the ma- 
turity is immensely accelerated. A gar- 
dener, aS a result of using bacteria so- 
lution, has sold beens in Covent Garden 
six weeks after the seed was sown—an 
incident that sounds miraculous. By in- 
oculating the seed of lucerne and clover 
several craps have been increased by 25 
per cent on berren ground at the cost 
of $1.50 an acre, and it is claimed thas 
this system of inoculating seeds and soil 
may convert the roughes; moorlang into 
good agricultural land worth many dol- 
lars an acre. 

If, as Professor Bottomley claims te 
have discovered, this can be done also 
for wheat, fruit and Brussels sprouts, 
we have the most

Death sentences ofthis sort are 
usually confirmed by the goyernor gen- 
eral of Warsaw, who signs them almost 
as soon as the trial is over, so that 
the prisoners are quickly disposed of. 
But General Uversky determined that 
these thirteen should, if possible, be 
spared. He wrote a petition to the 
governor general and presented it him- 
self. The sentence was commuted to 
twenty years’ hard labor in Siberia and 
perpetual exile in that country. 

All the bandits were delighted, and 
‘“Lanky’’ took the credit of it to him- 
self. There is no dowbdt that, had Luka- 
siak not married Marya at the very 
last moment of their trial, they would 
have been hanged before the next sun 
shone. But the ceremony broke the 
monotony of these daily courtmartials, 
and, Marya being young and pretty, ap- 
to the romantic element that 
everybody, even old generals, possess. 

Marya will Se able to join her hus- 
band in Siberia and travel there at the 
expense of the government.

Walked 38 Miles a Day for 
38 Years,

March 28.—“Sixteen times 
round the world’ is the remarkable 
record of Richard Williams, of Cres- 
sage, Shropshire, who recently received 
the royal service medal on his retire- 
ment, after completing thirty-eight 
years’ service under the G. P. O. For 
the greater part of his time Mr. Wil- 
liams walked thirty-eight miles a day, 
the total, according to his computa- 
tion, amounting to 415,620 miles. Be- 
sides this he could reckon up quite @ 
respectable total of miles covered 
while following the hounds. 

This pedestrian feat stands as a rec- 
ord amongst rural postmen, 80 far as 
the writer has been able to disvover, 
although other country letter carriers 
have accomplished some very remark- 
able journeys. George Bund, for in+ 
stance, ex-postman of Wembley, Mid- 
dlesex, has a record of forty years’ 
service to his credit, during which 
time he walked 280,000 miles, while W. 
Moore, a Yorkshireman of Malton, who 
retireg two years ago, traversed some 
270,000 miles during his thirty-two 
years’ service. What is more, in the 
words of a speaker at a pleasant func- 
tion held to commemorate this record, 
‘he looked jolly well on it.” 

A striking contradiction of the as- 
sertion that walking exercise reduces 
weight is furnished by the case of 
George Ford, of Ticehurst, Sussex. Mr. 
Ford is 57 years of age, and has ;been 
in the postoffice service thirty-seven 
years. When he first became a post- 
man he weighed close up on 10 stone, 
He now weighs !7 |-2 stone, and has 
weighed !7 stone for the last ten or 
twelve years. In spite of his bulk, 
however, Mr. Ford still covers eighteen

HOW SEA CUCUMBERS LIVE 
TWO MILES UNDER THE SEA 


Sea cucumbers ¢ > not plants, but 
small marine animals that look very 
much like the land growth from which 
their popular name is taken. Although 
their manner of living is a peculiar 
one, until lately comparatively little 
hag been authoritatively known about 
them. Two families of them, officially 
calied the synaptidae and the molpadii- 
dae of the special scientific Variety of 
apodous holothurians, which means sea 
cucumbers without tube feet, have been 
the subject of thorough research by Dr. 
Hubert Lyman Clark of the Museum 
of Comparative Zoology in Cambridge. 
His conclusions are published by the 
Smithsonian Institute in its series of 
original contridutions to knowledge. 

These animals, ranging from a yuar- 
ter of an inch to a foot in length ac- 
cording to thelr species, are sometimes 
of a ghape not unlike the plant from 
‘= colloquial name, 
Sea cucumber, but with flowery tenta- 
cles at one end. They are often of 
bright colors, and their shade, like that 
of many birds, insects, fishes and other 
animals, is usually determined by the 
color of their surroundgsngs—ag in this 
case by the corals and sea-weeds 
among which they live. Thus in Jamaica 
they are of the reddish brown prevail- 
ing among the submarine growths off 
that island, and off sermuda they are 
of a bright green hue. 

They are found, however, in all parts 
of the world, from above the low water 
merk to as deep as two and a half 
miles at least. They appear to be most 
abundant southeast of Asia and scarc- 
est west of South America. Though 
they flourish in tropical waters many 
genera are fobvnd in Arctic and sub 
Arctic regions, 

They seem to have, as a whole, three 
separate modes of life. Some live in 
burrowg which they make for them- 
selves by swallowing and working aside 
the sand and mud jim their way. Some 
hide under stones and in similar pro- 
tected places. A third group loaf out 
their existence among corals amd sea- 
weeds. Why they should hide, however, 
is not known, for ag far as can be dis- 
covered they have no enemies. 


| 


A feature of their life, if the mode of 


their existence may be called life, is 
the almost prohibitive rate at which 
they are able to move. They get along 
by a contraction and expansion of their 
bodies and by the aid of liquids -inside 
of them, at about a twentieth to a 
quarter of an inch a minute. 

Their method of breathing is by tak- 
ing in oxygen through the skin of all 
parts of their bodies, ainly through 
their tentacles. They have no true cir- 
culation in their blood system and their 
socalled blood merely serves to carry 
nutrition throughout their bodies. 

Their senses are extremely simple. 
They have touch, particularly in. their 
tentacles, and the character of the ob- 
ject touched is appreciated to a lim- 
ited degree. By sight they can oniy 
distinguish between light and shade,,. 
and experiment hag shown that some 
such sense as that of taste or smell 
is possessed by some species. They 
have no sense of hearing but they can 
tell whether they are going up oF 
down. They have nothing which can be 
called intelligence, and though it is 
practically impossible to prove, they 
probably have no pain. 

If parts of their bodies are cut off 
as in similar submarine animals, those 
parts will grow out again of their own 
accord, and only by cutting entirely all 
the tentacles, which are the most vital 
part of their bodies, will the animals 


be killed,

DIVORCE RECORD 
MOST SHAMEFUL 


Archbishop Ireland on New 
Mariage Law of Church 


MARRIAGE IS INDISSOLUBLE 


ee 


The Tie Cannot Be Broken by Hu- 
man Laws, and the Church, 
in Its Spiritual Suprem- 
acy, Cannot Dis- 
solve It. 


St. Paul. Minn., March 28.—Archbishop 
John Ireland, of St. Paul, has written 
a letter to.the clergy and laity of 
this archdiocese on the subject of mar- 
riage and ivorce. The letter will be 
read in all the churches of the arch- 
diocese tomorrow morning. 

Its occasion is the recent encyclical 
on marriage issued by Pope Pius X. 
The letter says, in part: 

“Christian marriage is a sacrament 
—an act permeated to its inmost core 
with divine sanctity, wrapped up into 
the religion of divine life, under the 
control of new laws befitting its super- 
nal character. To the Christian the 
marriage contract can never be made a 
mere natural engagement between man 
and woman, ruled by laws adopted by 
their own freedom; nor its it a mere 
social or civil contract, made binding 
only through civil enactments lasting 
only so long as those enactments order 
it to last. 

Marriage Is Indissoluble. 

“In the teaching of Christ the mar- 
riage contract is indissoluble. Human 
laws cannot dissolve it. The church, in 
its spiritual supremacy, cannot dis- 
solve it. 

“The cessation of the contract, the 
marriage to another of husband or of 
wife renders fatherless or motherless 
the children of the first marriage, 
dissipates in their souls the sanctity 
of the home. Dtvorce breaks up the 
home, which God had intended as the 
Banctuary of love and safety for hus- 
band and wife, for son and for daugh- 
ter. It undermines civil society, which 
in its vital construction is organiv ag- 
gregation of families, finding in the 
stability of the family its own sta- 
bility; in the purity and integrity of 
the familly its own purity and integ- 
rity. 

“Today, as never before, war is 
made upon Christian marriage. The 
contract of marriage is stripped of all 
religious ceremonial, of aljl sacred 
meaning. It becomes a mere natural 
barter of hearts and fortunes, hastiay 
entered into as the most insignificant 
of commercial exchanges, to be no less 
hastily burst asunder and forgotten. 
Divorce is almost a fashion. Nations 
vie with one another in yielding up

own America leads in the race to do 
honor to i empore. Our record in 
this regard is Most shameful. 
Solemn Moment for Church. 


“The moment is solemn for the Cath- 
oliec church. She is on exhibition be- 
fore the world as the one church 
(Christian), and she has alone held 
steadfastly to the teachings of Christ 
on marriage; she is on exhibition as 
the one unconquerable guardian of the 
famdly and of the social fabric itself, 
whicch reposes as upon its very foun- 
dation, upon the family and the virtues 
that are begotten of it.” 

Referring to the recent encyclical 
of the pope, Archbishop Ireland says: 

“The aim of the legislation in the 
encyclical is to throw stronger safe- 
guards awound marriage. removing ; 
from espousals and from the contract | 
,of marriage the fatal peril of haste 
“and thoughtlessness. 

“The remedy to this haste and | 
thoughtlessness fs the presence of the 
priest at e¥ery marriage, and the op- 
portunity allowed him to ascertain be- 
forehand whether there are preexist- 
ing Impediments to the marriage, and 
to give the parties who are to be mar- 
ried salutary counsel as will fit them 
for the worldly reception of the sacra- 
ment and secure to them the plentitude 
of its spiritual graces.”

ON STATE RAILROAD LAWS? 


Decree of United States Supreme Court Being Studied 


With Great Interest—Governor and Attorney 
General Refuse to Talk.

railroad commission law of Georgia. 

As matters stand at present, how- 
ever. both Governor Smith and Attor- 
ney General Hart decline to discuss it, 
assigning as a reason that the*Btate hay 
litigation pending in the United States 
court along similar lines, and it 
would not, therefore, be proper for 
them to enter into such discussion. 

It is pointed out that in the Minne- 
sota case attack was made directly up- 
on the state law, while in Georgia ony 
orders of the railroad commission have 
been questioned. Whether an order of 
a commission, based upon a law con- 
taining cumulative penalties, would be) 
considered in the same light as the law 
itself, it attacked is a question 
that was not determined. 


Difference in State Laws. 


Of one thing there appears to be no 
doubt, and that is the establishment by 
this decision of the right of corpofa- 
tions to apply for and secure, upon rea- 
sonable federal grounds, federal in- 
junction against the operation of al- 
leged unjust state laws or orders of 
railroad commissions. It is held that 
the decision removes all doubt on this 
score as to Georgia as well as to other 
states, and those directly involved in 
the recent decision. And further, it ts 
held that the intervention 6f the United 
States courts may be so sought, in this 
as well as other states, without fear of 
the enforcement of the cumulative pen- 
alties, so long as the federal court 
views the ground of application for is 
restraining order. as a reasonable one 

Happlly, no step has been taken 
in Georgia to bring on direct clash be- 
tween the railroads and the state upon 
these points, and the recent Washing- 
ton decision will make repetition of 
the Minnesota and North Carolina in- 
cidents impossible. or. at least, ex- 
tremely improbable in Georgia as well 
as in other states. 

In Georgia, incidents which 
these clashes in other’ states, were 
avoided Those railroads which ques- 
tioned the atate’s right to reduce their 
passenger fares, made the reductions 
and then took their contentions 
ocurt. Some of them, it is true.-endeav- 
ored to secure injunctions against the 
commission's orders, bet these were not 
granted by the United States fudges to 
whom application was made, the plan 
of testing the lower fares to ascertain 
whether the alleged confiscation was 
real, being adopted.

There ig a difference of opinion as to 
whether the decision of the ('nited 
States supreme court would affect ihe 
cumulative penalty sections of the 
Georgia law. In the case of the Minne- 
gota law, it Is said, a rather large min- 
imum penalty was fixed, leaving the 
court no discretion in case of a finding 
againet the offending corporation The 
Georgia law differs from that of Min- 
nesota in this respect, in that while it 
fixes a maximum penalty there is no 
minimum, that being left entirely with- 
in the discretion of the court. It 1s 
pointed out that under the Georgia law 
the court might even fine the offending 
corporation as little as one cent “or 
each offense, and in case the fine should 
he aesessed for each day through which 
the alleged offense continued, it would 
amount to only $3.65 in the course of 
an entire year. 

While it is..of course. ¢ within 
power of the Georgia cgurt to 
the fine much greater than that, the 
state authorities question whether the 
Tnited States court would go to the 
extent of presuming that a judge of 4

The late Senator Gorman, of Maryland. 
10 or 15 years ago very wisely said 
that “the greatest problem before the 
people of America ig that of distribu- 
tion.” Distribution of course. implies 
transportation. Every day since then 
has emphasized the correctness of Sen- 
ator Gorman’s judgment. Under such 
conditions the cost of transportation ‘s 
of far less importance than the ques- 
tion of securing ‘the facilities needed. 
Better Facilities, Not Cheaper Rates 

We already have by far the eheapest 
railroad freight rates in the world-- 
rates that are the marvel of the people 
of European countries. What we need 
is not low rates, freight or pas- 
senger, but a vast increase in facilities 
for handling business. Of all the ab- 
surd movements of the last few vears 
in the railroad and political worlds. 
nothing else quite equals the effort to 
force down railroad rates. It is almost 
puerile in its shortsightedness. It has 
cost our country billfons of dollars 
without a redeeming thing to the cred- 
it side. Money for railroad expansion 
cannot possibly be had under present 
conditions. Infinitely better would it 
be for the whole country if the people 
would recognize that, instead of reduc. 
ing rates. the railroads must be given 
authority to make a general advance in 
rates commensurate with the Increased 
cost of doing business. The ratlroad 
business must be given an opportunity 
to make profits large enough to tempt 
capital from everywhere to seek inveat- 
ment in railroad securities. Mén are 
not going to put their money into such 
enterprises subject to the dangers of 
legisiation—and they would be foolish 
if they did so—unlesg the profit is great 


to limit the earnings to 6 per cent. or 
or even i0 per cent. or to any fixed 
amount, is not only absurd. bt eco- 
nomically false, for any plan to HMmit 
the earnings of legitimate business in- 
dertakings will inevitably react ind 
cost the country far more than the dif- 
ference between a fixed income and the 
profit which might otherwige be made. 
Their own preservation would necessa- 
rily require of the railroads:as favor- 
able rates as could be given with safe- 
ty for themselves and their future 
Wrong Remedial Measures. 


That there have been many inequities 
in rates, that railroad offciams have at 
times been shortsighted in not correct- 
ing these as rapidly as possible. no ano 
questions. This. however in no way 


went at the corrections of these trou- 
bles in the wrong way and in the wrong 
spirit, and in doing s¢ brought disaster 
to everybody. 
Whe Will Supply the Money?t 

Of recent years the public seems to 
have come to the conclusion that men 
with bulging bank accounts are eager- 
ly waiting for an opportunity to put 
money into railroad securities, though 
the control of the railroads is taken 
from them, and though other people 
who have no financial interest in them 
are given authority to fix the rates at 
which they can do business. The idea 
is fallacious. The capital meeded for 
railroad expansion {s not going td 
seek railroad investment, but railroad 
men must seek the capital with dili- 
gence. They must be able to present 
the matter in such a way ag to indi- 
cate profits large enough to justify the 
risk, or otherwise those who have the 
bulging bank accounts will keep their 
money themselves or else put it in 
securities over which they do have 
some control. Are people in public and 
private life who are fighting ratlroads 
or demanding impossible improvements 
willing to invest thelr own money 
in railroad securities at present? Not 
one of them. As a field for invest- 
ment the railroad is no longer an at- 
tractive proposition, and this, too, 
comes at a time when never in our 
history did we need so much money 
for railroad expansion. We ought 
within the next five or ten years to put 
more than one-half as much money 
into the enlargement of railroad facil- 
ities as the total amount now repre- 
sented in all the stocks and bonds of 
the railroads of the country. Where 
is sO vast a sum to come from? If 


it should not come, then business will | 
be halted, railroad facilities will grow | 
steadily worse instead of better, and 
the country will suffer as it has suf- 
fered for the last few years because 
the railroads were unequal to the vol- 
ume of traffic. The country holds its 
hands up in horror, and justly so, at 
the disastrous railroad wrecks. Under 
present conditions rallroad wrecks are 
likely to increase rather than to de- 
crease. Railroad wrecks are mainly 
due to the volume of traffic being in 
excess of the facilities of the road, to 
the low physical condition arising from 
lack of money to make improvements 
or to the inefficiency of men who have 
been taught during the last few years 
to seek to get as much as possible and 
give as little of faithful work in re- 
turn ag possible. In other wods, they 
have drunk of the deadly poison—get 
something for nothing—which is now 
sapping the sturdy self-reliance and 
independence of so many of the Amer- 
ican people. While railroad employees 
gwenerally are faithful to their trust, 
some tnefficient men, without a sense 
of their responsibility, have eagerly 
grasped at this teaching and feel that 
the railroads and the world at large 
owe them a living whether they earn 
it or not. The anti-railroad agitation 
is largely responsible for this. Until 
these things have been changed the 
railroads must labor under tremendous 
disadvantages. If we would see a 
change which would once more start 
every idle wheel to turning, which 
would furnish employment to every 
idle hand and cause the music of 
progress to be heard once more 
throughout the land, railroads must 
be enabled by large earnings to prac- 
tically rebuild whole railroad system 
of country They must be made so prof- 
itable that money will find in rail- 
road construction a most attractive 
field for investment, for until this 
condition prevails it will be impossible 
to secure the capital needed for the 
expansion of railroad facilities, so su- 
premely essential to the best interests 
of the country. 
The Country's One Salvation. 


The politicians and the agitators, as 
well as the people of the country at 
large, may as well face the cituation 
and meet it squarely with full recog- 
nition of this condition of affairs. for 
until they do there can be no thor- 
oughly marked revival in railroad con- 
struction on ae scale commensurate 
with the needs of the country. People 
may theorize as much as they please; 
they may say that railroads must be 
forced to expand; that they must be 
capitalized at exact cost; that the pro- 
moter’s and the banker’s profits must | 
be eliminated; but they will wait till | 
doomsday before they secure railroads | 
on these conditions. The only possi- | 
ble chance for railroad construction on 
a large scale is to make investment tn 
railroad enterprises and railroad se- 
curities more attractive than can be 
found by large capitalists anywhere 
else in the world. Very wisely the 
whole country has become aroused to 
the necessity for the fullest develop- 
ment of our water transportation fa- 
cilities. Even, however, if the national 
government should at once begin a 
campaign of waterways improvements 
involving a cost of $500,000.000 or 
more, as it should do, this would not 
in any wav lessen the need for the 
enlargement of our raltlroad facilities 
to the extent already indicated. 

This is written not in the interest of 
nor for the benefit of railroads. but in 
the interest of the prosperity of the 
people of the whole country.

He Will Not Ask for Remis- 
sion of Death 
Sentence. 


Boise, Idaho,- March 28.—The_ state 
pardon board will meet in regular ses- 
sion next Wednesday, and in order to 
take up for consideration the matter of 
remitting the sentence of death pro- 
nounced upon Harry Orchard, tne self- 
confessed murderer, of frank Steun- 
enberg, it will be necessary that an ap- 
plication for such clemency be filed 
with the board.

CONFESSION 


EX-CONVICT’S 


Wealthy J, 8. Collins Was Murdered 
by Negroes and Not by John 
Collins, the College Student, 
Who Was Sent to the 
Penitentiary. 


Emporia, Kan. March 2—In a 
signed statement given out here to- 
day, Louig T. W. Archer, the negro 
ex-convict, reiterated his recent charge 
that two other negroes planned the 
murder of J. 8. Collins, the wealthy 
Topeka real estate man, for whose 
killing John Collins, the university 
student, is now serving a life sentence 
in the Kansas penitentiary. Archer, 
who is 40 years old, now for the first 
time gives details of the alleged plot 
and says he had not previously made 
known his connection with the case 
because of threats made by the alleged 
murderers. Archer says: 

“At the time of the Collins triral in 
Topeka, in May, 1896, I was in the 
Kansas state penitentiary. Therefore, 
I was not able to give any definite 
facts in relation to his case, or to im- 
part to the public the secret, which I 
presume that each and every Aiving 
s0ul will feel very fain to believe. 

“I was afraid to communicate with 
young Collins while I was In the peni- 
tentiary from the mere fact that he 
had forced the world to believe he 
was guilty. and ] was afraid that if I 
told anything to the warden that ho 
would think I had gone crazy about 
the case 

“My colored people told me before I] 
went to the penitentiary that after 
they got Collins in the penitentiary if 
I attempted to reveal the scheme th® 
public would ignore me and put me 
in the insane asylum. So I kept mum. 
No one knows how old man Collins 
left this world except my colored peo 
ple and myself. My colored people 
told me before Colins’ death of the 
evidence on which they would send 
the wrong man to prison, and I jn- 
tend to do my part in having him re- 
leased on the same evidence.” 

By “my. colored people” Archer 
means the two negroes who, he as- 
serts, assisted him to enter the plot to 
murder and rob the elder Collins. 

Young Collins was convicted on the 
testimony of two negroes.

The forthcoming fair should, therefore, mark an epoch in the agricul- 
‘tural history of Georgia. All that is needed to make it of a complete 
| symmetry is the installation of exhibits from the state college of agriculture, 
[testifying convincingly to all comers of the endless potentialities of scientific 
agriculture in its intensified and diversified forms.

ON HIS SHOULDERS RESTS THE WORLD! 


When the clerk draws his hire, the laboring man his wage, the captialist 
his dividend, the professional! mar his fee—-how often do either or all of 
them cast back tc trace its source or to ascertain if the environment from 
which that source supplies these many needs may be strengthened and de- 
veloped? 


That source is the farmer, whether he is working in the truck-farms of | 


New Jersey, toiling to produce the cotton crop of the southern states, urging 
wheat and corn from the soil of the middle and far west or raising a bewilder- 
ing array of products on the reclaimed desert-farms of the Pacific states. 

On his shoulders rests the nation! Our other industries may thrive or 
languish, sending the barometer of national prosperity to widely varying 
points within fixed limitations. But upon the products of the soil, their 
volume and their quality, depend the very physical existence of the country; 
our domestic revenues and the tax we levy upon foreign nations swell] or 
decrease with the sum-total of his efforts and the measure of his material 
rewards. 

We have been wakening to this fundamental fact, slowly, for the last 
twenty-five years. Within the last ten years, the process has been wonder- 
fully accelerated. Scientific education for the farmer—which is only a big 
name for the teaching of business methods as applied to agriculture—has 
received ‘more attention at the hands of the federal and the state govern- 
ments within the past decade than any other individual topic. 

Here in Georgia we have learned, in time, the lesson that if the farmer 
performs his fundamental duty to society with ease and capacity, society all 
along the line itself receives the larger benefit. We have established a 
central agricultural college, and college branches in each congressional dis- 
trict. We are sending out educational trains, inaugurating experiment 
stations and supplying wideawake and receptive planters with literature 
which bears pertinently upon the practical side of their enterprises. 

Liver and more vital grows the interest in this superimportant subject. 
The southern farmers are learning that with the restriction of their cotton 
acreage and the raising of home supplies, they will get the top-notcan price 
for the south’s staple product, keep millions of dollars annually within the 
section and place the south in a position which she can, virtually, defy the 
impact Of panic. ; 

Many things remain yet to be accomplished. The old pernicious credit 
system, that places a premium upon overplanting in cotton, must be gradu- 
ally amended from top to bottom. The lingering prejudice against agricul- 
tural education ‘must be permanently eliminated. The attitude that listens 
courteously to the virtues of diversification, and then practices the exact 
opposite, must be reasoned with and modified. 

All these things we will do in time. Their achievement will be hastened 
as we realize, upon cold analysis, that we are thereby strengthening the 
broad shoulders of the man who upholds the nation.

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PUT CONVICTS TO MAKING GOOD ROADS. 


The problem of good roads is always with us. The*problem of the state’s 
convicts fs a periodical one, recurring at five-year intervals. It is scheduled 
to put in appearance at the session of the legislature this summer. 

The legislature has made a small but valuable start in the direction of 
road improvements by turning over to certain counties the proportionate 
number of convicts to which they are entitled, for this purpose. Although 
some good has been accomplished in this way, the way is desultory and 
lacking in system. 

The Union News, the official organ of the Farmers’ Union in this state, 
calls prominent attention to the matter of road improvement in its current 
issue and asks, “Why not put convicts at making good roads?” 

“Bad roads are a direct tax on agricultural industry” is the text of the 
Union News’s discussion, in which it asserts that the farmers would be the 
gainers if they would go to the extent of taxing themselves for every dollar 
of the outlay necessary to make the required improvements. But such a 
tax is as unnecessary as it would be unjust. The question is one of public 
policy: it ig the state’s duty to provide for road improvement, and no more 
satisfactory method from every standpoint can be employed than the utiliza- 


tion of the state’s prison labor to this end. 

The Union News is right. There are roads in almost every section of 
the state that are a disgrace to a civilized community. They are mudholes 
with every rain and in dry weather a series of gullies and ruts. The little 
attention they get is not sufficient to keep them in ordinary condition ex- 
cept for a few months of the year, and even this working is far from general. 
The result is it takes two to three horses to do the work that one might 
easily do on a well surfaced, well kept highway, and the average farmer, 
when it comes to marketing, requires two days for the work he should ac- 


”% 
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complish in cone. 
Georgia will never have any well developed system of surfaced and well- 


drained highways until the state’s convicts are put upon the job. Inquiry 
and discussion have developed every phase of the question, and it is ap- 
parent that that is the only solution. 

Putting the convicts on the public ‘Toads is, at once, a solution of both 
problems, that of convicts as well as good roads. Furthermore, as we have 
pointed out, it is the only ultimately satisfactory solution of both. 

Georgia is now receiving approximately $225 a year each for her able- 
bodied convicts. Though the price was considered at the time the lease was 
made an extraordinarily good one, it has since been urged, in view of higher 
prices paid to subcontractors, that the state might do considerably better 
than that: but this argument was made before the recent panic. Itisa serious 
question whether the state would now succeed in duplicating its price of 
four years ago, and there are many who maintain that it would not. 

But aside from that, the time has arrived when Georgia can no longer 
aftord to be a laggard in this vital element of state progress. It is to build 
or not to build roads, and not to build them is to go backwards. 

The legislature can in no known instance better conserve the public in- 
terests, those of all the state, than by giving the matter this direction when 
it comes to deal with the convict problem this summer. 
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WE ARE CREATING NEGRO CRIMINALS. 


When Recorder Broyles expressed himself a day or two ago a8 an 
earnest advocate of reformatories for negro juvenile criminals, he voiced a 
crying need in Atlanta and Georgia and the south with all the authority of 
@ man intimately familiar with the ramifying details of crime and its en- 
vironment, at the former's very source, 

The negro criminal, numerically and by actual evidence, is a graver 
menace to society in the south than is the white criminal. That blunt asser- 
tion is unanswerably corroborated by the dockets of the criminal courts and 
state penitentiaries in every southern commonwealth, ‘ 

Yet while we are making conscientious efforts and sqme progress to 
ward lessening crime among white people, by reformatories and schools of 
correction here and there, we are doing virtually nothing to treat outlawry 
and moral and mental degeneracy at its breeding-places in that teeming 
black horde present in every state south of the “line.” 

The neglect is a blistering indictment of our foresight; it is a voluntary 
and needless giving of hostages of sure and spreading evil for the future; 
it is treating a widening canker by poultice and salves; it is inevitably sad- 
dling a burden of debt and of danger on posterity, when we could, by nomi- 
nal expenditure, transform the sources of both debt and danger into assets 
of law-abiding and productive citizenship. 

The negro race and its children, speaking from the moral and mental 
Standpoints, lags centuries behind the Caucasian race. It is barely three 
generations from the jungle, and we may not deny that its mass bears yet 
the jungle-traits of quick and impartial susceptibility to influences that are 
good or bad, of inability to conscientiously distigguish between right and 
wrong, and of a powerful emotionalism that lends itself with equal facility 
to destructive excesses or to constructive progress. 

No one is more familiar with those elemental facts than is the native- 
born white southerner. Yet we permit the children of this impressionable 
people, a people responding to environment with the swiftness of the needle 
to the magnet, to run wild in the streets, practically unrestrained by the 
shepherding agencies of the home; we shunt negro juveniles accused of 
petty crimes into contact with callous law-breakers, to become inoculated 
with thoughts and reasoning which shall unfailingly mature into hiaeous 
and boundless harvests to fill our jails, recruit our dives, undermine our 
industries and complicate each single phase of the problem that faces each 
state in the sovth. | 

Our neglect and our failure to perceive the Christian, social and financial 
value of negro reformatories make us particeps criminis to the multiplication 
of criminals and to the laying up of 2 real and inescapable storm of wrath 
in the future. 

The Woman’s Clubs of Atlanta, the negro preachers of Atlanta, students 
of criminol everywhere, have long urged the importance of these institu- 


tions upon Gur peonle.

STOCKS SHOWED 
STRAIN PLAINLY 


Of the Attempt to Keep Up 
Prices During Week 


Nataral Tendency Toward Reaction, 
Because of Disposition to Take 
Profits—Accusations of Op- 
erations to Help Lawe 
son’s Stock. 


New York, March 28.—The stock mar- 
ket today showed quite plainly the 
strain of the attempt to keep up prices 
which has been persisted in during 
the present week in face of some nat- 
ural tendency towards reaction, grow- 
ing out of the disposition to take 
profits on the considerable advance al- 
ready achieved since the rise set in. 
The suspicion of the character of the 
market was aggravated by an extraor- 
dinary speculative demonstration in 
the curb mdadrket, where a new mining 
stock was introduced after a prelimi- 
nary flourish of the advertising trum- 
pet which has been going on for sev- 
eral days past. Accusations of manipu- 
lative operations on the stock ex- 
change in the last few days, with the 
object of furthering the curb floata- 
tion, found voice in the current discus- 
sion in the market and contributed ap- 
preciably to the disposition of the pro- 
fessional element to attack the market. 
The metal industrials, especially those 
connected with the copper industry, 
were especially vulnerable, owing t0 
the sympathetic relation they were 
supposed to bear to the exploitation 
in the outside market. There was a 
récurrence of sharp pressure also on 
Union Pacific, owing to revived effect 
of the proposed scheme of financing 
announced by the company earlier in 
the week. The nature of the selling 
of the United States Steel stocks made 
an appeal to the reactionary sentiment, 
owing to suspicions that the selling 
came from informed and inifiuential 
sources. Moderate resistance was 
shown to the depression at times, some 
support centering on Northern Pacific. 
The passage of the Aldrich bill by 
the senate made a good impression, but 
the action had been expected and led 
to some realizing sales. Mercantlie 
agencies reported some _ revival of 
Spring trade on conservative lines. Ad- 
ditional curtailment in New England 
mills was a counteracting influence. 
Last prices were not far from the low- 
est. The statement of banking aver- 
ages for the week was much more 
favorable than that of the actual con- 
dition of the clearing house institutions 
on Friday night. The $37,642,000 loan 
increase reported by the institutions 
outside the clearing house is connected 
with the resumption during the week 
of the Knickerbocker Trust Company. 

An announcement that caused much 
gratification was that the last of the 
clearing house certificates outstanding 
since the financial crisis which devel- 
oped on October 26 had been retired. 

Bonds were firm. Total sales, par 
value, $1,446,000. 

United States fours registered have 
declined 1-4 per cent on call during 
the week. 


Im@ndon Stock Market. 


London, March 28.—From a dull and 
uninteresting opening, the sentiment’ 
on the stock exchange gradually 
changed and the week finished decided- 
ly strong and cheerful. Dear money 
and the settlement were primarily re- 
sponsible for the early idleness, but 
with the latter satisfactorily con- 
cluded and the prospect of cheaper 
money, the bears atartéd to cover ang 
investors’ increased their commitments 
and speculative purchases in anticipa- 
tion that the government measures 
probably would be modified. 

This sent theseries of British securi- 
ties upward, home rails being especial- 
& favored. The advance in American 
securithes was responsible for the rise 
in other directions.

May Delivery Closed at Net 
Loss of half Cent 


Market Was Weak All Day, With 
the Exception of Short Peried at 
Opening — Corn Closed One 
and Eighth to One and 
Quarter Lower. 


Chicago, March 26.—Week-end profit- 
taking due to the favorable outlook 
for the fall sown crop in the southwest 
caused weakness in the wheat market 
today, the May delivery closing at s 
net loss of |-2@5-8c. Corn was down 
1 1-8@i i-4c. Oats were I-2c lower, 
and provisiong unchanged to !2 i-2c 
higher. 

The wheat market was weak all 
day, with the exception of a short 
period at the opening. Buying by com- 
mission houses, based on small re- 
ceipts in the northwest, and on a com- 
paratively firm market for wheat at 
Liverpool, caused the market to open 
firm, but within ten minutes prices 
had declined more than i-2c from the 
high point on gelling by local and out- 
side longs. Sentiment continued bear- 
ish throughout the remainder of the 
session, although prices rallied a trifle 
just before the close on covering by 
shorts. The principal depressing in- 
fluence was the crop situation in the 
southwest, rain or snow over the entire 
belt being forecasted, including Ne- 
braska and Kansas ,and reports from 
crop experts, now in Oklahoma and 
Kansas, claimed that the growing crop, 
while in need of rain, was still in ex- 
cellent condition.

Vigorous Campaign for Their Pres- 
ervation Under Way. 


Paris. March 28.—A vigorous campaign is 
under way to prevent the destruction of the 
forests of France, which are gradually dis- 
appearing under the insistent ax of the wood- 
man.

GEORGIA PEACH 
STILL UNHURT 


State Entomologist Worsham 
Returns After Tour of 
State. 


State Bntomologist E. L Worsham 
has returned to the state capitol after 
a tour of Georgia, in the peach belt, 
and reports that the fruit crop is as 
yet uninjured, and the indicationg are 
that the yield this year. will be a 
good one. Professor Worsham is tak- 
ing special pains that no undesirable 
fruit trees, or plants, from infected dis- 
tricts are shipped into Georgia. There 
is hardly a week that passes which 
does not find this department seizing a 
thipment which does not come‘up to 
the requirements of the law. 

He states that it is almost as much 
of a task to watch for the shipment 
of cotton seed hulls and cotton seed 
from the boll weevil district across the 
Mississippi as to watch for the in- 
fested plants. 

“We have been forced to make a 
number of seizures,” said Professor 
Worsham, “and we hope eventually to 
stop the spread of disease among the 
fruit trees of the state. 

“In the same manner we are watching 
for the shipment of undesirable cotton 
seed and cotton seed hulls from the 
boll weevil districts of the west.”

Attempt to Murder the Former

WELLS SLEEPING ON PORCH 
AND ESCAPED WITH LIFE 


But He Was Thrown With the 
Debris Many Feet From Wreck- 
ed House—No Clew to the 
Men Who Placed the 
Dynamite. 


Telluride, Col., March 28.—Eluding the 
night guard stationed at the Smuggler 
Union -Mine at Fandora, two miles 
south of Telluride, and the  search- 
light which is constantly thrown about 
the premises during the night from the 
high tower of the mill as a precau- 
tionary measure, an unknown person 
gained access to the residence of Gen- 
eral Bulkley Wells, general manager of 
the Smuggler Union Mining Company, 
last night and planted dynamite under 
his bed. The dynamite was exploded 
by igniting a fuse on the outside of 
the building about 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing, when the intended victim was 
asleep. He was hurled against the 
ceiling and alighted’ under a mass of 
debris, but escaped with some scratches 
and bruises and impaired hearing. 

No cluq@ has been found to the per- 
petrator of the deed. One man, who 
is chargeg with having said that Wells 
should be killed, 
suspicion. 

One Man Killed in Room. 

In the same building where the at- 
tempt to kill General Wells was made, 
Arthur Ll. Collins, predecessor of Gen- 
eral Wells as general manager, was as- 
sassinated six years ago while pDilaying

Steve Adams, Harry Orchard’s  al- 
leged accomplice fn the murder of ex- 
Governor Steunenberg, of Idaho, now in 
jail in Telluride, will soon be placed on 
trial on the charge of murdering Col- 
lins. Wells {is chiefly responsible for 
Adams being brought back to Colorade 
or this charge. 

General Wells was sleeping, as was 
his habit, on an outer porch of the 
house, and he was hurled Withethe de- 
brig many feet from the wrecked house. 

The side of the house was torn com- 
pletely out, hardly a stick of the bed 
remained, and fragments of wood were 
scattered over the neighborhood. Though 
badly shaken up and bruised to some 


extent, General Wells is said to have 
escaped without injury. 


Wells Fought Minera’ Union. 


Generaj] Wells took a leading part in 
the suppression of labor troubles in 
this state in 1904-05, and was prom- 
inently identified with the prosecution 
of officers of the Western Federation 
of Miners at Boise on the charge of 
complicity in the assassination of for- 
mer Governor Frank Steunenverg. He 
had been active also in securing the 
extradition from Idaho of Steve Adams, 
to be tried here on charges of murder 
in connection with the miners’ strike 
in (904. 

General Wells is general manager of 
the Smuggler Union mine, and his 
home, where the explosion occurred, is 
located on that property at Pandora, 
several miles from town. 

The general appeared in town today 
with his head bandaged, but otmrwiee 
apparently none the worse for his ex- 
perience. 

One suspect hag been arrested, 
more arrests are expected today. 


Wells Tells of Explosion. 


“I have no formed opinion concern- 
ing the affair. and perhaps will not 
unti) the matter is fully investigated,’’ 
said General Wells. “It is all strange 
to me. I was in town last night, and 
did not return home until midnight or 
thereabouts. I noticea nothing out of 
the ordinary about the house, ang re- 
tired as usual! in the sleeping porch, 
which I use aimost the year around. 

“The next I remember was  0being 
awakened by a loud report and found 
myself flying through the air. I must 
have been hurled against the roof of 
the porch. When I had fully regained 
my senses I was buried under a mass 
of wreckage, the bed having been re- 
duced to kindling and the porch bad- 
ly damaged. 

“at first I did not realize what had 
happened. As soon @g I could extri- 
cate myself I made a tour about the 
house, but saw no one. I then notified 
the sheriff by telephone. I could not 
say whether it was a bomb or a stick 
of dynamite that was placed under the 
bed.”’

Horror Occurs in a Union 
Pacific Mine, 


ALL VICTIMS ARE MARRIED 


And All Leave Large Families. 
Rescuers Are at Work, but 
There Is No Hope of 
Taking Out the 
Men Alive, 


Cheyenne, Wryo., March 28.—A 
special from Hanna says a second 
explosion occurred at the Hanna 
mine at 10:30 o’clock this evening 
when from thirty to fifty rescuers 
were in the mine, afid it is feared 
that all were killed, inclading State 
Mine Inspector D. M. Elias, of Rock 
Springs, who was engaged with the 
reseuing party. 


Hanna, Wyo., March 28.—This camp 
was visited by another big mine disas- 
ter this afternoon aad the lives oo? 
twenty men were snuffed out by an ex- 
plosion of gas in Mine No. |, of the 
Union Pacific Coal Company. 

The known dead are: 

Superintendent Alexander Briggs, 
Mine Foreman Joseph Burton, James 
Knox, Alf Dodds, Gus Raney (colored). 
P. A. Boyd (colored), John Evans, Rob- 
ert Herron, Harry Lyons, John Rim- 
mer, William Pascoe, Robert Warbur- 
ton, Benjamin Ferry, Thomas Flint, 
Cappa Lahti, Emil Solfvist, John Yak- 
nen, the last three being Finlanders. 
All the victims were married and leave 
families. 


Special trains are coming from Rock 
Springs, Almy, Sunderland and Kem- 
merer, nearby mining towns, with 
crews of miners and fire-fighters to as- 
sist in the work of rescue. 

A fire had been raging below the 
tenth level since last Saturday. and 
the force of 200 miners had been laid 
off for the day. 

Superintendent Alexander Briggs and 
Foreman Joseph Burton. Alf Dodds and 
James Knox, of mines Nos. |, 2 and 3. 
with a crew of !6 or !7 gas men and 
fire-fighters, went into the workings 
early this morning to fight the confia- 
gration, which was rapidly eating its 
way through the workings. 

At 3 o’clock this morning the men 
above the workings were startled by 
the report of a heavy explosion, which 
shook the earth and caused the shaft 
building to totter. It was soon discov- 
ered that both entries had caved in, 
mine timbers having been blown com- 
pletely out of the mine. Although 
scores of miners are working heroical- 
ly to open up the shaft. no hope fs 4n- 
tertained that any of the men will he 
rescued alive. In fact, it is feared that 
the bodies of the victims cannot be 
reached for many days. A similar ex-

HO STATE RIGHTS IN CASE 
DECLARES JUDGE JONES 


In a Lengthy Opinion Jones Telir 
Why He Thinks He Should 
Invalidate the Railroad 
Legisiation of

Montgomery, Ala., March 28—In @ 
sweeping decision making permanent 
the preliminary injunction decided last 
August, Judge Thomas G. Jones, of the 
federal court of Alabama, middle dis- 
trict, declared that acts which sought 
to prevent the railroads of the state 
from going into the federal @urt were 
unconstitutional and that the anti- 
railroad acts of the Alabama legisla- 
ture should be suspended pending an 
investigation of the complaints of the 
railroads that the acts were confisca- 
tory. 


State’s Rights Not Involved, 

Judge Jones declares in the opinion 
that the issue of states’ rights is not 
involved in the issue in the federal 
court. The opinion sys: “Life would 
be intolerable in any government 
claiming to be at all free wherein the 
citizen had no redress against wrongs 
done by officials in the name of the 
state.” The constitution itself, it is 
held, gives the federal court the right 
to pass upon such questions, and the 
real objection to its exercise is, there- 
fore, an objection to the principles of 
the union. 

The effect of the decision is to de- 
clare unconstitutional a great many of 
the parts of the railroad code adopted 
by the Alabama legislature, and to sus- 
pend all rate acts until the justice’ of 
the rates can be determined. 

The opinion had been published and 
was in the hands of the printer for 
delivery when the United States su- 
preme court rendered its opinion in 
the Minnesota cases, which were simi- 
lar to those in which the state of Ala- 
bama was a party. In all essential 
details the opinion was similar to that 
rendered by Mr. Justice Peckham. 

The opinion is very elaborate and ex- 
haustive, dealing with all the gques- 
tions argued. 

Substance of Opinion. 


The court holds in substance: . 

1, As it did in the prelimina in- 
junctions issued last summer, that the 
suit against the officials were not suits 
against the state; that the fact that 
the officers were not specially charged 
with the duty to execute a law which 
might be unconstitutional, could not 
alter the supremacy of the constitution 
and the laws of the state and the 
United States, or put it out of the 
power of the court, because of the form 
of enforcing the law, to enjoin rates 
if they dented adequate compensation. 
The posicion is enforced by numerous 
authorities, and a lengthy discussion of 
prineiples in which there is quite an 
interesting examination of the cele= 
brated case of Fitts v. McGhee.

CLOSED PULPIT IS WANTED 


Those Objecting to Open Pulpit Say. 
That Only Episcopal Clergymen 
Are Wanted in the Pul- 
pits of Episcopal 
Churcly 


Boston, Mags., March 28.—Resolutions 
disapproving of the so-called “Open 
Pulpit” cann accepted at the general 
convention of the Hpisecopal church held 
at Richmond, Va., last October, have 
been adopted by the Massachusetts 
Church Union, an organizatiag compos- 
ed of orthodox Episcopal clergymen and 
members of the laity. 

The Union asks for a revision of the 
canon, which grants permission to per- 
sons not clergymen of the Episcopal 
body to deliver addresses in churches 
on special occasions, providing the 
bishop of the diocese is willing. The 
officials of the Massachusetts Ohurch 
Union claim that the new regulation is 
causing serious trouble in the church 
at large because in New York, Massa- 
chusetts, Pennsylvania, and  elsa@where 
ministers of non-Episcopal churches are 
allowed in pulpits of the denomination 
at regular services, in ome case a de- 
posed clergyman of a dlocese preaching 
in an Episcopal ghurch at New York 
City. 

It is further claimed that the oBjec- 
thonable canon has recently induced two 
Episcopal clergymen in Wisconsin, two 
in Philadelphia and oné in Chicago to 
abandon their denomination and enter 
the Roman Catholic church.

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LOOK AT THIS ANGLE 


Look Out for New Orleans, the Cry, but Sharp Eye Is 
More Needed for Memphis and for Birmingham. 
Why Atlanta Should Repeat.

Now, in the springtime of dope, when 
every new player is a Lajoie, every 
manager a Connie Mack, and every 
baseball club & winning combination, 
regardless of how it wag thrown to- 
gether, is the accepted time to-make 
the assertion that Atlanta is due to 
repeat. 

From every camping ground in the 
league comes the warning, look out 
for Pelican Frank and his flock of new 
Birdies, but rather is there reason to 
watch for the coming of the baseball 
vandals headed by Charlie Babb, and 
another coterie of congenial spirits 
hailing from that very dry spot in 
Alabama—Birmingham. 

For as surely as two and two make 
four, as the sun rises and sets, as At- 
lanta some day gets her new post- 
office, the coming race of 1908 will be 
a contest of strength, of skill, and of 
headwork, with Atlanta, New Orleans, 
Memphis and Birmingham playing the 
leading roles, with one eye skinned for 
Mike Finn's Little Rock brigade, and 
the other anxiously bent on Nashville. 
As for Mobile and Montgomery, base- 
ball forecast would count them possi- 
bilities only. 

No Hackenschmidt Hold. 


Not that the race will be one-sided 
or that any one team will have a 
Hackenschmidt hold on first place at 
any period of this going, for no club 
looks fit for the pace that Charlie 
Frank set in “yellow fever’ season, 
when he led the league the greater 
part of the year and finished far in ad- 
vance, even though he closed his tour 
on foreign soil. 

There will be time for all kinds of 
surprises. There will be many a man- 
ager termed dub one day who, before 
the season ends, may be nearer the top 
than his home fans or home knockers 
ever imagined it possible to climb. 
There will be heard many a howl for 
the release of some player who, before 
many weeks have passed, will have 
been transformed into the idol of the 
fans. 

But in the end class will count, and 
the race will narrow down to Atlanta, 
Birmingham, Memphis and New Or- 
leans. 

More and more as the days flit past 
it looks like a gigantic game of bluff 
that Charlie Frank has worked on 
the public. He has pulverized the 
imaginations of the league with the 
names of men he has secured. He has 
used the big stick on ue in the repe- 
tition of such nameg as Rohe, and 
Delehanty, and Lord, and Cross, and 
others. It makes some people cross- 
eyed trying t4 read them all at once 
and remember who they are. 


Poor Old Salary Limit, 


There was once a salary limit in the 
Southern League. Mr. Frank has over- 
looked it. But there can really be no 
kick on that ground, for so have other 
managers forgotten salary limits, and 
so long as he gets away with his 
trick, he is entitled to whatever pleas- 
ure it brings him. 

Frank's greatest trouble will be to 
tame this bunch of warm spirits. If 
once he can hypnotize them into eat- 
ing out of his hand and into belleving 
that he is the greatest ever, then 
Frank will soon be traveling onward 
toward his third rag. Let this mira- 
cle happen, and Charlie will be closer 
to the top when the end comes than 
the interval between drinks when an 
Atlantan hits Chattanooga. But he is 
going to have his troubles. He will 
find it mighty hard to keep peace in 
his family. 

The best reason for prophesying the 
proximity to the top of Memphis is 
the fact that Babb is leading that 
club. For two years now Charlie has 
been the manager in that neighbor- 
hood, and he has kept so close to At- 
lanta all that time that It really looks 
like he would refuse to be first if At- 
lanta happened to end third. Atlanta 
would have to accept second place, be 
next-door neighbors, to make first 
agreeable. 

Babb ended second [tn 1906 and sec- 
ond in 1907, once leading Atlanta, once 
coming’ on the reverse side. He has 
most of his old players, and some new 
ones who are said to be tip-toppers. 
He has losts Suggs, it is true, and one 
or two others, but in 1907 he started 
the season with a more severe loss 
in Liebhardt and Nicholls. ands yet 
came mighty near defeating Atlanta 
and winning the rag. 


Vaughan Is at Work. 


Harry Vaughan has gone to work 
to strengthen the Birmingham team. 
Harry came very near the pink slip 
last fall, and was reemployed with a 
few kind hints as to the necessity of 
getting the proper kind of timber for 
another season, or allowing some 
other man to act as lumber expert. 

His pitchers are said to be so good 
that some one or two of the old-timors, 
including Clark and Reagan, are threat- 
ened with the axe; his infleld is fair, 
and his outfield and catchers as good 
as could be asked. In hitting, the 
Barons will be especially strong. That 
they will have the proper ginger is us- 
sured by the presence of DeMont at 
second. It would’ be a bush league in- 
field that could sleep with this active 
Frenchman dancing around the key- 
stone sack. 

Mike Finn has been rather quiet as 
to his doings at Little Rock. but there 
ig no reason to doubt the foxinesg of 
the Irish baseball’*phenom. Give Mike 
the money and he can spend it as 
gracefully for players as any other 
man. His men have been giving every 
major league club tackled a nice run 
for their money, and his team looks 
well balanced from every standpoint 
There ig no doubt but that he wil 
cause #z0ome sleepless nights for other 
managers, but he will dream some hirn- 
self. 


Over in Montgomery. 

Jimmy Ryan and his Montgomery 
fans report themselves well satisfied 
with the outlook, but Jimmy hag rot 
yet viewed any other Southern League 
club, and has yet to spend a summer 
in the south, playing baseball. Other 
managers have threatened to set the 
woods on fire in thefr first year ‘and 
have raised a biaze hardly hot enough 
to dry a handkerchief. Montgomery 
will probably dry the handkerchief a}- 
right, maybe she will sizzle a whoie 
tablecloth, but that'll be about all. 
When the gong rings for supper, Mont- 
gomery will be rather closer to the 
foot than to the head of the table. 

Nashvilie will, very Itkely, suffer 
from the fact that Bernhard is a new- 
comer in managerial roles and that this 
will be his first summer spent in the 
Southern League. The climate ts so fai 
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the country that it disconcerts the ma- 
jority of the visitors. 

Nashville, however, is threatened 
with a good infield, and the pitchers 
are a promising lot. Bernhard is a 
good man on the hurling hill himself, 
and will doubtless chalk up many a 
victory during this season. The Vol- 
unteers will have the two best catchers 
in the league, unless some of the re- 
cruits outclass them, and the outfield 
will be far from bad. Altogetho? 
Nashvilie can not be counted out of the 
running and may be pressing hard onto 
Atlanta and others before the goai is 
reached. 


The Mebliie Situation. 


At Mobile Tom Fisher has strong ma- 
terfal from which to pick his squag 
and hig men will, in all probability, aid 
considerably to the livelipess of the 
season. This team will have flashes 
of leadership, but will hardly be able 
to stand the gaff a season through. 

“The best pitchers Atlanta ever had,” 
was the way Manager Billy Smith ex. 
pressed himself when asked about his 
twirlers. He thought them better thar 
the ones he had last season and looked 
contented with his lot. The only wria- 
kle in his brow was caused by the 
knowledge that he could not keep them 
all, that ‘the league rules will restrict 
him to five. 

He is also pleased with his catchers, 
and as the sending and the receiving 
departments were the ofly ones _ in 
which Atlantans had any fear, troubicd 
minds should now resume their usual 
calm. 

There seems no reason why Atlanta 
should not repeat. Nashville won :wo 
rage in a row, and then Memphis won 
a couple more. New Orleans copped 
one, and then lost about six stars, some 
of whom are still in major league ranks, 
and the next season Birmingham took 
the pennant, and then came along At- 
lanta and grabbed another. 


There Is Precedent. 


So there is every precedent for the 
second winning. What Nashville tind 
Memphis has done, Atlanta should be 
able to do. 

Birmingham won one rag, kept all 
her men, and the next season the whole 
club got the gygouch, wouldn’t or 
couldn't play, and faijed te repeat. At- 
lanta has had this mistake corrected 
for her. She begins this season minus 
five strong men. Her outfield looks 
very nearly as good as the one of iast 
season. The infield is the same, and 
will probably hand out a better line of 
work, for Dyer is acclimated and Fox 
looks in better trim. The fifteen play- 
er rule will allow a utility player and 
that will help greatly. Sandherr looks 
the man for this role. He has shown 
up splendidly at third, while his place 
is short. 

It can hardly be hoped that thie 
catching department will be as good as 
it was last season, but the difference 
will not be so great. At this period of 
the season, the pitchers certainly look 
better than last year, so what more 
could be asked. 

Atlanta may not win again, but it 
will be a white-haired manager that 
beats her to the trough.

May Settle Fight Asis Me- 
chanical Device People 


VIGOROUS PROTESTS MADE 


Compromise May Settle Controversy 
* Between Composers, Playwrights 
and Theatrical Managers and 
the Phonograph and Mov- 
ing Picture People, 


Washington, D. €., March 28.—It was 
predicted tonight by members of the 
senate and house library committees 
that a compromise wil} be reached 
which will settle the controversy be- 
tween the manufacturers and purvey- 
ors of mechanical music-producing mae- 
chines and moving picture machines on 
the one side, and composers, play- 
wrights and theatrical managers on 
the other. The basis of the compro- 
mise, it is said, will be the payment of 
@ percentage by the mechanical device 
people to authors whose works are re- 
produced, the mechanical interests to 
be given a license in consideration of 
the percentage. This compromise is 
to be perfected at a meeting of the 
interests involved to be held in the near 
future. The basis of the gettlement was 
reached after three days of argument 
before the senate and house committee 
on library in joint session. 
Atiantan Opened Argument. 

Ligon Johnson, of Atlanta, as repre- 
sentative of the allied theatrical man- 
agers and the dramatic authors, open- 
ed the argument before the joint con- 
to- 
day with a presentation of the,.con- 
tentions of the managers and the au- 
thors that the moving picture concerns 
be denied the right to produce the 
plays of American autNors and man- 
agers. : 

William A. Brady, who has been a 
theatrical manager for twenty years, 
and who has produced from 75 to 100 
plays by American authors, told the 
committee that the situation was be- 
coming desperate, and that “if the 
thing is not stopped it means the ruin- 
ation of us and the men who write for 
the stage.’’ 

Harry EB. Parker, a member of thg 
National Association of Producing 
Managers, claimed that through the 
moving picture machines the public 
learns the story of the play, and said 
that when they have seen this they 
lose their desire to see the original 
production. 

Harry P. Mawson, representing the 
American Dramatists’ Club, and Daniel 
Frohman, indorsed what Mr. Brady 
had said. 

Charles Kline, the dramatic editor, 
made a plea for protection for authors. 
“The author should feel when he has 
completed his work that the work will 
belong to him.’’ 

Mr. Kline said that for the first 
nine or ten years of his career he had 
written plays of indifferent success. 
“These plays,’ he continued, “were 
never taken by pirates. The moment 
I struck a success it wag played in, I 
think, thirty states at one time, and 
the Httle money I got out of it I could 
not afford to spend in legal proceed- 
ings.” 

Victor Herbert’s Warm Protest. 


Victor Herbert, the musica] compos- 
er, next addressed the committee. He 
represented, he said, the American 
Federation of Musicians, which hag a 
membership of 60,000. He reiterated 
the arguments he made last year be- 
fore the committee against. the me- 
chanical machines being allowed to pro- 
duce the work of composers, claiming 
that an injustice was being perpetrated 
on Americans, who, after popularizing 
their works, must stand aside and see 
others reap the benefit. He read ad- 
vertisements’ from talking machine 
companies, to show that they made 
records of only successful selections, 
those that had become widely known 
and popular. “These people,” he ¢x- 
claimed, “are appropriating our works, 
and they are ruining us.”’ 

Harry Knowles, of New York, repre- 
senting the ‘“‘White Rats of America.” 
made up of vaudeville artists, read a 
resolution adopted by his organization 
declaring in favor of the Kittridge- 
Burchfield bills, because they felt these 
pills gave them more protection than 
the others, “though,” sald Mr. Knowles, 
“if there is a disposition on the part 
of the committee to amend the Smoot- 
Currier bills in a satisfactory mannef, 
we will indorse them.” 

Talking Machine Men Heard. 


At the afternoon session of the com- 
mittee representatives of the talking 
machines were heard. The substance 
of their arguments was that the pro- 
posed bills were unconstitutional— 
claiming that decisions of the supreme 
court of the United States show ,that 
the court does not regard mechanical 
mechanisms as within the purview 
of the idea of the copyright; also that 
perforated rolls and talking machine 
records are pieces of mechanical in- 
struments. 

Frank L. Byer, for the Edison Manu- 
facting Company, said that as far as 
he knew, there was but one company 
surreptitiously acquiring the play of 
any author and presenting it in a se- 
ties of moving pictures and he was un- 
der the impression that the company 
was simply using historical plays for 
the picture concern. He denied that 
flere is a phonograph trust and 
claimed that congress had no power 
whatever to grant bounties to com- 
posers, however meritorious.

TRUST MAGKATES 
URDERED TO JAIL 


Twenty Lumbermen, ef Toledo, 
Are Sentenced, 


VIOLATED ANTI-TRUST LAW 


The Lumbermen Who Must Serve 
Six Months in the Workhouse 
Comprise the Wealthy 
and Leading Citi- 
zens of Toledo, 


Toledo, Ohio, March 28.—The cirewit 
court today affirmed the decision of 
the lower court in the cases of the 
twenty prominent lumber men of 
Toledo who, last July, were sentenced 
to the workhouse for six months under 
the Valentine anti-trust law. The su- 
preme court having decided in the ite 
trust cases that the imprisonment 
must be in the county jail instead of 
the workhouse, the lumber men were 
sent to the lower court for resentence. 
The lumber men comprise the wealthy 
and leading citizens of Toledo. 

The mandate of the circuit court will 
not be pressed for a few days and at- 
torneys for the lumber men will try 
to find a loophole by which the casés 
may be taken to the supreme court. 
The lower court is given the latitude of 
imposing any new sentence within the 
limitations of the Valentine law, which 
is a fine of from $50 to $5,000, or im- 
prisonment for from six months to one 
year, or both.

NEW COUNTRY CLUB IS NOW INTERESTING ALL SOCIETY FOLK. 


(By Isma Dooley.) 


“The annual meeting of the Piedmont Driving Club 
Tuesday afternoon and the general reception which fol- 
lows will interest a large contingent of Atianta people. 
The occasion merks what may be called the formal open- 
ing of the summer season, and the smartest of tollets 
are being designed for the ladies who will, as usual, as- 
semble on the terrace at § o'clock and enjoy the orchestra 
concert. 

“After the meeting of the members, which will take 
place this year in the old Georgia building, they will join 
the ladies. A delicious buffet supper will be serveg and 
the orchestra will continue its program through the 
evening. 


“Country club life has become such an integral part. 


of the social life of this country that in the south, as in 
all other sections, the country club is becoming something 
more than a merc rendezvous of a small contingent of 
people, but a place that jn its size, equipment and general 
operation reflects rather the general spirit of the com- 
munity along lincs of civic development, as well as along 
those purely scc'ial. ° 

“Kach year the magazines, especially those dealing 
with art features are giving more space to the cwuntry 
club, and in them the architect and landscape gardener 
seem to find expression of their best achievement. Far 


_ from being the mere meeting place where tne club mem- 


ber may exchange courtesies with his friend, he is now 
almost unconscicusly reaching out for something aes- 
thetic, and as he draws a sigh of relief in his temporary 
absence from the confusion of his office his eyes wander 
towards the beauties of nature, they being a calm to the 
tired spirit and a rest to weary eyes. 


“Especially in the inland towns, where there are none 
of the recreaticns afforded in wat.¢ sports, does the 
country club become such a necessary and cheerful in- 
fluence in the citizen's life. 

“He takes a pride in it, and it Is here he takes the 
stranger to introduce him to his friends and comrades, 
and it is here, from a good viewpoint, that he telis cf his 
city’s prégress and waves his hand enthusiastically to 
the high buildings of the town in the distance and tells 
stories of how only twenty years ago not one of them 
could be seen. 

“Ang if the citizen of Atlanta’s Country Club would 
stop to reflect he might grow eloquent in his story and, 
without exaggeration, lay claim for the present little 
club house that it has been one of the most potent factors 
in the city’s development. 

“It éame to life just at the period in Atlanta’s growth 
when social life was becoming systematized and when 
there had to be a medium whereby the city had some 
organized center of hospitality, the Capital City Club 
representing this in the city, while the Country Club was 
the annex where the honored guest was given the hand 
of good fellowship and at the same time given the oppor- 
tunity to feast kis eyes upon a scope of scenery restful 
and beautiful. 

‘Small and unpretentious as the building is, its cosy 
rooms have resounded with the eloquence of the greatest 
men the nation has produced in this period, their presence 
here before, during andafterthe Cotton States and In- 
ternaticnal Exposition, giving the city its most interest- 
ing chapter of history, this history having its brilliant 
social side, and a great deal of it being in the hospitable 


Country Club. 


“The fame of its entertainments have been carried to 
all sections of the country. The man leaving here with 
the taste in his mouth of a good mint julep, the aroma 
of which he inhaled under the placid atmosphere of the 
tree-shaded terrace, and carrying in his memory a pic- 


ture of the prett} women grouped about him, forgot the. 


inconveniences of the old depot, and went home sounding 
the praises of Atlanta’s thrift and growth and good 
people. 

“While serving this purpose as a social medium, the 
Country Club, here as elsewhere, has brought people to 
more fully realize the value of out-of-door pleasures, to 
which the southern climate is so peculiarly adapted. It 
has inaugurated the delights of al fresco entertainments 
and encouraged all the sports which are considered the 
moet wholesome for men and women, and which are 
popularly practiceg by those abreast of the times. 


**‘THE PRESENT CLUB HOUSE.”? 


“It may be said that just as rapidly as Atlanta has 
grown, just that rapidly has the plan and scope of the 
country club life everywhere grown. And while the 
membership of the club has increased in accordance with 
the increase of population, the demand for more facill- 
ties in the club is being made, and at the forthcoming 
annual meeting the question will be brought up as to 
how to meet this twofold demand of increased member- 
ship, and increased facilities for broadening the plan ang 
ecope of the c!ub. A new club house will be built. but 
as to its location there is indecision on the part of the 
members and the public in general deeply interested as 
to the results of the probable issue. 

“There are two sites proposed for the new club house, 
the one where !{* now is, and the other a site of fifty 
acres in Ansley Park, offered by E. P. Ansley in ex- 
change for the present club house and its grounds. 

“The members in favor of enlarging the present club 
house or building a new one o’n the present site hold for 
many reasons that that is the most desirabite thing to do. 
The proximity to the city, the facilities for reaching the 
club, its picturesque environments, its advantages ae a 
view point; the fact that It overlooked the proposed site 
of the forthcoming exposition, and last, but not least. the 
sentiment attached to the place are among the arguments 
brought to bear for the building of the club house on 
the present site. 

“It is not too far out for a man to leave his business 
at 6 o'clock, board the first car he comes to. and reach- 
ing there within a few minutes, he can spend an hour 
Pleasantly and return home witnin a reasonable time,’ 
Said a club merber discussing the matter yesterday. 

“While only this short distance out the club ts far 
enough removed from the city’s pressure to give the 
tired man a taste of pure air, under the shade of the 
trees. Whether or not he has his own.means of loco- 
motion, his horse, his trap, or his automobile, there are 
—- electric railway lines that take him directly to the 
gate. 

“Again, the club grounds overlook the city’s park 
and command a most pleasant landscape. ‘ 

“When the forthcoming exposition holds. the club will 
answer the same social purpose it aid at the time of the 
last one, being easy of access and possible of enlarge- 
ment and great improvement. 


‘fOTHER SIDE OF THE QUESTION.’? 


“Although, these arguments are convincing to many, 
there are just as many reasons given by those in favor 
of the Ansley proposition, which seem to prove that the 
building of the new club house on the present site would 
be impracticable.

= the proposed eite ih Ansley Park, they © 
eusiaaten euptin oo chy ig not so much greater, that it 
could be reached in almost as short a time, especially 
in consideration of the fact that the Atlanta street rail- 
way has assured the officers of the club that in the 
event of the building being put there they will furnish 
direct facilities to that place. : 

“The other advantages of the new site are its beauty 
of locality, its extension of fifty acres, tis exclusiveness, 
its height above all surrounding elevations, its excellence 
as a viewpoint, its natural environment, and its possi- 
bilities of development, not only as an ideal country club, 
but as an ornament to the city, which at present is so 
devoid of any place of interest that may cv?aim worthi- 
ness sufficient to be classed under the heart of civic 
development. 


‘‘MERITS OF THE NEW SITE.’’ 


‘It would seem that each member of the club would 
feel obligated in a matter so manifest as the building 
of a new club house, to investigate the comparative 
merits of both sites before casting a vote one way or the 
other. The site in Ansley Park comprises fifty acres, 
situated on the far side of the park, directly opposite 
the knoll which is owned by Mr. Hugh T. Inman. 


“It is the highest point in the park, being 1,050 feet 
above sea level, and commands an unobstructed view 
from every side. It has its historic interest in the 
trenches markirg the place where were stationed Barks- 
dale’s division and Hardee’s corps during the battle of 
Peachtree creek. 


“Even in*the rough, as it is now, the site is one that 
delights one’s sense of the beautiful. 

From the summit of the elevation, where the club 
house would have place, and where now is a wilderness 
of shade trees, clustering mountain foliage giving vivid 
touch of color in spring flowers of varied tints, the view 
is one beautiful and expansive on every side. There is 
a natural slope in the rear, showing a forest of trees as 
far as the eye can reach. The club house woulg directly 
face residence pertions of the park, while on one side it 
is bounded by the’ Collier property, which will likewise 
be divided into residence lots, and on the other by the 
75-foot driveway which will encircle the park. The fact 
of the elevation of the property, and its proportions of 
fifty acres, would at all times insure the exclusiveness 
of the property. while the class of property-owners in 
the vicinity insure its perpetual value. 

“The property would have the advantage of the im- 
provements to be in the park, where all the rules ef 
civic improvement will be enforced as to driveways, 
building lines ang similar features along artistic lines. 

“The plan given on this page gives an idea of the 
possibilities of the place for a club, the broad 75-foot 
prado leading d:rectly to what would be the plaza, at the 
base of the elevation, upon the summit of which the 
house would be built. 

‘Taere could be, as shown in the plan, five different 
approaches to the club, these driveways so built as to 
admit of carriages and horses commanding one medium 
of approach and automobiles, another with different 
modes of entrance and exit. There is ample space for 
tennis and other out-of-door sports, and all material to 
delight the expert in landscape gardening. 

“It is impossible to contemplate the natural advan- 
tages of the place without picturing in the mind what a 
superb picture might be presented if the elevation were 
crowned by a club Nouse tin English architecture in the 
half iimber and stone, while about it might be a suc- 
cession of terracest, some sixteen feet in depth and show- 
ing on the three sides. 

“On these terraces the imagination goes still farther 
to picture grours of prettv women at afternoon tea. men 
walking to and fro, in admiration cf them, ang all the 
little pleasures that go to make up the charms of coun- 
try club life.”’ ; 


The new club ts just as attractive as it can be, but 
geome of the men:bers now think it would have been still 
more so if it nad been built on the site I offered.

Remembering remark of the 
tutor as to how blind musician 
lost his eyes because King Mwanza 
did. not like his playing, I asked how 
the heag drummer came to lose his 
ears. Tne reply was that they were 
cut off by the orders of this boy 8 
grandfather, Kife Mutesa. It was a 
hot day, and the drummer was taking 
a bath in the king’s lake, when one of 
the princesses saw him and reported 
that she had seen a naked man, 
Whether Mutesa was angry because 
the man bathed in his special pond, 
or whether he thought it disgraceful 
that the princess should see him in the 
water, I do not Know. At any rate, 
ne was angry, and he ordereg his exe- 
cutioner to cut off the mans ears as 
a punishment. 

Such things are not common since 
the British took hold, and at present 
ithe young king, even if he wished, 
would not be permitted to Kill or main 
his subjects without cause. 

l understand that the Kabaka, as the 
King is called, fond of his bands. He 
always has a large retinue with him 
when he goes outside his palace 
grounds, and the drummers march in 
front, yelling ang pounding, while the 
people come for miles to look at the 
sight. The drummers play very well. 
They use the hollow trunks of a reso- 
nant tree with skins over the ends, 
The drums are all shaped like barrels 
Or kettles, and are of different heights 
and sizes. Each has its own note or 
pitch, and the musicians sound the 
different notes, using a number of 
drums, as our peeple do with the Keys 
of a piano. Some of the king's drums 
are 150 years old. They are considered 
invaluable.
